Tho numoroas burglaries that havo 
oocurred of lalo in this city, without 
tho doleolion of a singlo criminal or 
tho unearthing of a singlo " fonco" or 
place of deposit for Btolon goods, 
are suggesuvo of the inadequacy of our 
Police force to grapp e with and over- 
come tho ovil So far aB wo aro ad- 
vi.iod tho boBt possible use is made of 
tho weak forco at the disposal of tho 
Polico Magistrate, and woro tho numo 
ber of policonton augmented so as to 
allow of patrolmen boing kept on tho 
" beat" until after daylight, tho place 
Wuuld soon bocomo tco hot to hold 
tho prowling vagabonds who ap«- 
pear to have converted tho town into 
a field for tho prosecution of their 
nefarious profession. As tho force is 
at present constituted, it is scarcely 
an improvement on no forco at all. A 
sorgoant and t*vo patrolmon, who go 
out upon their boats at nino o'clock in 
in tho ovening and turn in at two 
o'clock of the following morning, who 
are oxpectod to bo always within call 
for any emorgency that may aviso 
for their servieos, as well as to roport 
themBolvos for day-duty at ton a.m. on 
tho same day at tho Courtroom, con- 
stitute tho wholo available force for 
tho protection of the city, Tho Acting 
Superintendent is also Clerk to tho 
Magistrate, and, no doubt, finds it in- 
convenient to attond to duty at- 
policeman as woll as that of olerk. 
Tho four guards have their hands full 
with tho chaiogang or at tho doors, 
and cannot bo Bpared for patrol duty. 
Tho excellent Magistrate has too much 
to do. Ho is tho hardest worked offi- 
cer of the Govornmont. Besidos boing 
Stipendiary Magistrate, ho is County 
Judge, Coronor, Governor of tho Jail 
and Commissioner of Polico, and al- 
though he discharges his multifarious da ties 
faithfully and well, tho ridiculously small 
force at his command precludes the possi- 
bility of his efforts to put down rogues 
being attended with success. There 
will be no security for property here 
except the Polico forco be considerably 
augmented ; and as the Colony is poor, 
the question arises how the increase can 
be most economically effected. The 
answer is not dillictilt. At tho last 
session of the Legislature the Council re- 
commended that the prisoners confined in 
jail at New Westminster be brought to 
Victoria, and thai the officials connected 
with that establishment he discharged or 
retained for service at the latter town 
This recommendation, which if carried 
out would havo placed the Victoria 
Police force in a state of real efficiency 
besides greatly reducing the public ex- 
penditure, has never been attended t >, 
and at twice tho necessary expense two 
jails with two sets of officers are kept, 
constantly under pny, when tho one 
estubli hincnt at Victoria with four ad- 
ditional policemen would suffice to pro- 
tect tho property of citizens who 
contribute tho largest proportion of 
revenue towards the support of the 
Government. According to tho last 
estimates the Now Westminster goal 
establishment costs tho country $12,500 
per annum (nearly onc-liaif of which' 
amount might lie saved were a union of 
two establishments effected) tho expen- 
diture of which suai assists In the support 
of that place whilo tho rest of tho Colony 
languishes for means to efi'oct tho 
most necessary improvement. The same 
cxtraviiganco and disregard for the do 
mands of the council is manifested in 
tho maintaihanco of the goverumont 
assay office at New Westminster at an 
annual loss of sevoral thousand dollars, 
whilo nincty-fivo per cent of tho gold 
dust brought from tho mines passes the 
door of tho government ofEco and is 
assayed at a private institution in Vic- 
toria. This foolish, sinful extravagance 
ought to bo shopped. If wo aro to havo 
an efficient Polico forco the two branohea 
should bo united and stationed whoro 



there is work for them to do ; and if we 
aro to havo a colonial gaol it should he 
established and maintained at a place 
where thero will he tho least possiblo ex- 
pense consistent with tho safoty and 
health of its inmates.

J Our Paris Letter. 

(Special Paris and Continental CorioBpondonco. ) 



Paris, lCth'AuguBt, 18C7. 
I om frequently written to and asked by 
Americans in Europe and those desirous" of 
coming hero from America to give, through 
the columns of lending journals, advice that 
would bfl useful to loroignors who como for 
the first timo to a strarjge country. It ie 
never right to giro too much advico; even 
when asked for it ; but as a few hints might 
serve to sot many right and aid parties who 
are now labouring under difficulties in 
Europo, or whoso intention it is to visit the 
Continent, I will endeavour to givo them. 

Persons coming from America havo yrnat 
trouble in purormsiri!» oills of exchange, at 
least they are troubled with them before 
thoy get to the end of their journey. Bills 
of exchange bought on London are always 
lhe best, for there is a premiaiurn on ihem. 
Many persona who visit France and Germany 
find mnch trouble in mak'ug out "their letters 
of credit;" for, as they nro in France, they 
caunot read them. To obvia e this difficulty 
a new system bus boon introduced by Messrs 
Martio & Co, American Bankers, 14 Rue 
Aubert, which system is the introduction of 
the English language upon the f.ico and back 
of the letlera of crisJit, bills of exchange, &r, 
thereby rendering ibem peifectly intelligible 
to Knglisn and American holders. Then 
a«ain, visitors ho e find great difficulty in 
getiiug their letters from Lome. This has beou 
remedied by ttie same Iioufo, who have 
stamped envelopes, with their name and 
address on tho buck. These are sent to any 
part of the country upon application for thorn; 
then letters coming thus to their care, are 
forwarded at onco to the hands of tl ose per 
sons for whom they are intended. I wish it 
to be bo understood that I am not " puffing" 
this Bauking House, far from it— but merely 
giving honour where hoDour is duo; for hav- 
ing been on a "committee" whose object 
it was to look 'into such mutters, I may 
safely say I am doing strangers a favor 
Thero are other banking houses here, 
some good, and some whose doors should 
bo ornamented with the sign "Beware of 
the Dog ;" for being rather of the mush- 
room growth they are apt to collapse and 
the unlucky depositor get bitten. 

The Hon. Jacob Thompson is now in 
Paris and has been received here with 
pleasure by his numerous friends. Pro- 
fessor Morse, the inventor of tho tele- 
graph, arrived here to-night. Of news to 
write about there is none, and tho readers 
of Paris letters for a short timo will have 
to be content with dry items. The 
weather here is hot, and after tho long 
spell of wind and rain which threatened to 
sweep us away, the sun now looks forth 
with such power as to threaten "drying 
us up. 1 ' What with commercial treaties, 
international alliances, great exhibitions 
increased facilities of communication and 
locomotion, it might bo supposed that the 
inhabitants of Franco wcro becoming 
better acquainted with tho manners and 
customs of England and America. The 
ideas formerly entertained of Frenchmen 
by the English and Americans — that they 
lived upon frogs, seldom washed, and 
cropped their hair short — have well nigh 
exploded ; but still the majority of 
Frenchmen continue to believe that the 
English live on rosbif, get drunk at every 
dinner-party, and settle all their difficul- 
ties with their fists — whilst the Ameri- 
cans dole on "cock-tails" and "sherry 
cobblers,'' sight seoing, going armed and 
settling their difficulties with tho revolver. 
If the ideas of a foreigner aro formed 
in regard to "John Ball'' and "Jonathan" 
from the classes he meets abroad, it is 
not strange that he should form erronous 
opinions, for it must be admitted that 
there aro some strango specimens from 
both countries now distributing them- 
selves in European cities. The remark of 
the Frenchman on being told that "Lord 
Dundreary" represented a class of noble- 
men in England — "Are nil your ynong 
noblesmen like zat, zen ?" was indeed 
very apropos, judging from a class one 
often sees bore. And I have little doubt 
that many Frenchmen who visit 
Solhern at the Theatre des Italians go 
away firmly convinced that they have seen 
a fair representation of a young English 
nobleman in all his blooming stupidity, 
one who was an idiot, stammered, per- 
formed his toilet half a dozen times a day, 
and "lived, moved and had his being," ate 
and slept with a glass to his eye. 
Figaro, a journal generally considered 
clever on such subjects, in an amusing 
sketch of "Strangers in Paris," givos the 
following statements with regard to Eng- 
lishmen : "At tho present moment all tho 
English me in Paris. They flock to tho 
Hotel du Louvro. They are ' at home ' 
there. The Grand Uotol, too cosmopoli- 
tan, displeases them. Tho Cafe Anglais 
attracts them because It it! dear, They 
love to display their guineas, Thoy took 
good care to shew at the exhibition tho 
pyramid which represents all tho gold 
found in Australia. But do what they 
will, in spitn of banknotes, warrants and 
cheques, thoy will always bo parvenus. 
They have not the oaso of hereditary, they 
aro always rich from yesterday, insolent, 
prodigal with arrogance Our gypsies 
aro moro kings aud lordly thau thoso 



emperors of commerce." And M, Moreau 
continues at some length, giving many 
clever hits, in some of which thero is no 
doubt much truth. 

A curious attempt at suicido was made 
a few days ago by a young man whoso 
father, having become tirod of paying his 
numerous debts, refused him any more 
money. Ho invited a young damsel of 
easy virtuo to breakfast with him at tho 
Cafe do la Paix, and coolly swallowed "a 
cup of cold pizon'' during tho dessert, 
very much to the alarm of his fair com** 
panion, who by her screams alarmed the 
waiters, who speedily ran for assistance, 
and in a short time, through the treat- 
ment of a medical gentleman, he recovered 
sufficiently to be carried to his rooms. 
Suicide seems fashionablo just now, and, 
strango to say, woman — as is usually tho 
case — is not tho causo. A young man 
was found dead iu his bed not long since 
with not less than fifty pins stuck in his 
chest. On a table by his bod-side was [a 
paper stating lifo had ever been a sorrow 
to him, and giving directions for bis 
burial and also whore money would be 
found to defray tho expenses. 

I am really sorry to say I cannot place 
before my readers news of some kind, for 
thero is nothing whatever to writo about; 
and so I must beg their pardon for the 
extreme dryness of the present letter. No 
doubt ero long a change will come and I 
shall be enabled to give news that will 
interest my readers. 
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Paris, Aug 23d, 1S67. 
My letter of last week was cloned twenty- 
four hours loo soon to ennblo ma to give a 
description of the great event of tho year — 
La fete del' Empcnur. This day, tho Assunip 
tion of the Virgin Mary, was taken by the 
French Emperor from his uncle as bis fete 
day, which many people seem ignorant ol — 
some oalling it tho day of his ascension to tho 
throne, others his birtlidny. It being the 
letc of Sainl Marie, all the Marys had a jolly 
day of it besides. The oppressive heat ol the 
three previous days was brought to a loin 
porary closo tho night before, thereby enab 
ling the huge masses of humanity to circulate 
with moro comfort. Iu anticipation of this 
great event Paris had for many days become 
not only full, but full to overflowing, with 
parties of excursionists from all directions. 
The English havo boon pouring ov r here by 
every railway, as well as the provincials from 
various parts of France. Tho foreign element 
in Paris is now very etroug. In a stroll d nvn 
tho Boulevards or through tho Exhibition 
one may hear all sorts of languages und 
tongues that will confound him. The English 
aro unusually numerous and generally are 
composed of that class who come for a few 
days only, who come for the Exhibition, who 
bnvo novor been here before and who go 
away to say that they havo been to Paris, 
Tho fete passed off in the u?ual way 
Crowded streets, regalias, ovory manner of 
faucy shows, a multitude of beggars, blind 
bait and maimed, in fact boggardom and 
minstreldom turned loose, the air was filled 
with tho screeching of delapidaled violins 
and groaning of organs. The f'laco J'roca- 
dero opposite the Point d'Tenia, whioh 
biidge leads you to the entrance ol tho Ex- 
position was the principal scene of rejoicing. 
A great squaro box was creeled there, which 
last year encircled Iho obeli-k in the 
Placo do la Concorde. 'Ibis being 
covered with canvass of all hues, brilliantly 
lighted and hung with lanterns, tho effect 
was truly magnificent. A long line of tem- 
porary booths or baazir shops, on either side 
of tho place of light, of tasty construction, 
were erected and will remain for a few days. 
Thoy are occupied by vendors of every 
species of kuicknackery which may besuid to 
iucludo every p ssible thing that under any 
imaginary circumstances any one could ever 
waot. and very oflen forced to buy from the 
tempting way in which they are offered. The 
veudors at those little shops aro doing a 
rattling trade and the noise they make in at- 
tempting to outrival their rivals is some- 
thing ustouodingi Tho crowd around this 
placo was immense, but an order and poiitis 
noss prevailed that would put a similar rush 
on the squares or purks ol London to lhe 
blush. Exhibitions of every kind are also 
going on, from tho climbing ol greasy poles, 
lifting extraordinary, etc. , down to dancing 
dogs and monkies. The pyroteohnioal display 
at night and tho illuminations of the whole 
length of the Champs Blyseee, Place de la 
Concorde, garden of tho Tuilerics and other 
places, were very beautiful in effect. The 
grea'ost display ol fire works was from Hu- 
mp of tho Arc de I'Etoile. and the piece de 
retititance was really grund. During the 
eveuing every Bpecies of vehicle was prohibi- 
ted as usual going or coming through the 
Champs Elysces, which Wus ooo living rriUKS 
of heads. The theatres und opera houses and 
and ull other plates of amusements wcro 
tbrowu open grulis lo the people and offered 
their moat attractive pieces. In one in- 
stance, however, they were disappointed, lor 
the Theatre dos Varieties having pro- 
posed to play tho last great succo.-s ol Offonbao 
the Duthcsse de Qerolslein, tho officehe an- 
nounced the morning of the (eto the Chopeau 
de padle d' Italic, assigning as a reason that 
the former piece was too immoral lor the 
people; A strange idea idea, indeed. Why 
was tho pieco over played at all ? I'vo yet 
to Beo its immorality. Enough of the /<;/-. 
For my part I am thankful it is numbered 
with tho past. Tho Emperor passed the day 
os usual at tho oamp at Chalons with h's 
officers and men. The fete was celebrated 
with groat honor at the oamp. 

During the day thero were many decorated 
with thu red ribbon, and amongst them six 
Americans. Paris is becoming dull and will 
hardly bo kept alive for a timo now, except 
by lbs visitors. Most of tho strangers aro 
flying to lhe different watering places, 
B&'i'Y'/?'

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Hamburg. Chevrai Parisien is at Trouville. 
Boulogne, Dieppe, Havre, Dcnnvillo, Etretat, 
and those that have them, at thoir respeotivo 
chateau. Each of these well known canis de 
vier have tboir idiosynoracies, the society 
at Etretat boing composed chiefly of artists, 
composers, literary and theatrical write b. 
Offenbach, the celebrated composer, has a 
charming villa there, ; also M. de Vellcme- 
prnt, tho sparkling editor of tho Figaro> 
without whioh tho Parisians would be lost. 
Madamo Doras Gras, tho well known arfisfe, 
has a beautiful chateau there with pleasure- 
grounds, and Madamo Doche, who everyone 
knows as making tho success of Alexandre 
Dumas /its, dame aux camelias, is also a con- 
stant visitor. The celebrated tragedy at 
Fontainbleau, which has filled tho Paris 
journuls for some time, is brought to an end 
by tho couviction of tho woman Frigard of 
the murder of Madame Mertens, with 
extenuating oiroum-tances aid her sen- 
tence to penal sorvitudo lor life. The trial 
has created much intei eit here. Tho evoot 
of last week was tho uncovering of the 
facade of the nouvel opera which bad until 
then been encase in a framework cf wood 
and glass to enablo iho woikmon lo work 
in any weather. This has now been romove ! 
for tho Emperor's ftc, and crowds aro at all 
times gazing at its beauty. Tfc o attention 
of Franco und Gurrnany, indeed of all 
Europe, is attracted now toward tho meeting 
of the two Emperors at Salzburg, and this 
little place will soma day wake up aud find 
it-elf Inrnrus in history. At present it is 
only known as u small German town, and as 
ttie Capital oT a province which Nj oler.n I. 
took From Austria and gave lo Bavaria. 
The Gorman and French proas, but the 
former more remarkably, have been for days 
occupied with ibis vent of condolence , each 
one lulling dill'erent views of thu iosu.lt. 
The Emperor and Empress of the French 
have arrived thero aud great is tho specula- 
tion on what will be said. Very likely lbs 
tirst questions d scussed will be lhe weather 
i nd tho crops by the imperial gentlemen, 
and not improbably fashion and crinoline by 
imperial ladies. Tho Eastern question will 
recoivo its thare of discussion, bul I fancy 
liltlo will be said about Mexico. The exhib- 
ition received on Sunday las: ab ut its 
lurgest number of visitors there being during 
the day nearly 90,000 persons present more 
than on the lete day.

Melee at tue Late West Gloucester* 
shirk Election — Ex-Governor Kennedt 
and Mrs Kennsdy Assaulted. — On Satur- 
day, at Dursloy, tho magistrates wcro occu- 
pied for nearly eight hoars io hearing cases 
•which arose out of the disturbances there 
alter tho declaration of tho poll at tbo West 
Gloucestershire election on tho 31st of July. 
Henry Woodward, Andrew Kilrainster, Wm. 
Dean, Richard Lacy, and Rowland Hill were 
first charged with riotously assembling on 
the day io question and making an assault 
on Sir George Jenkiuson, the Hon. Grantley 
F. Berkeley and others. The evidence of the 
police constables and others rn behalf of tnu 
oomplainanta was to the eDeot that soon after 
noon on tho 31st of July a crowd of between 
400 and 500 persons assembled near the Bull 
and Castle Inn. Dursley, and yelled and 
hooted. Tha carriage of Sir George Jankiu- 
Bon was being brought out of a yard adjoin- 
ing the inn, and while the horses were being 
put in several persons threw eggs at the 
vehicle and Sir Gaorgo's party ns they made 
tbeir way through tbo crowd to Rot »t their 
carriage Captain Kennedy, C. B., formaly 
Guvernor of Vancouver Island, who was wiih 
Sir George, said that he saw eggs, stone', 
and "ticks thrown simultaneously, together 
with offal of various kinds. Ho was the last 
person of the party, and was walking with an 
aged gentleman, a relative, and they were 
left a liitlo bohind the rest of the party, so 
that he cr-uld see what went on in front. 
The ladies who were there were thrown at 
before they could get to the carriage, and 
Lady Jenkinson's face was smeared with 
blood, and Miss Jenkitisoa had a puich of 
blood on tho side of her head. His own wife, 
who was in tho carriage, was struck hy two 
apples, and be expected that he would buve 
received violence at the haDds of the mob but 
lor a policeman. Superintendent Monk said 
that several of the mob wanted to cut the 
traces of Sir George Jenkinson'a carriage, 
and they cried to others to pitch Grantley 
Berfteley out of the vehicle. A, polica con- 
stable proved that olc of the defendants, 
Hill, picked up a sheep's head and throw it 
into the carriage after it had been thrown 
backwards and forwards at Sir George Jen- 
k.nson several times. All the accused, ex- 
cept Dean, ware connected with the disor- 
derly proceedings of the day, and the Bench 
said they were ol opinion that a most dis- 
graceful and violent riot bad taken place, 
and it would be tbeir duty to commit all the 
prisoners, oxcept Dean, for trial at the 
Gloucester Assizes. — London Times, August 
12.

Hogue writes as follows from Pen d'Oreille, 
Sept 20, to the Walla Walla Statesman : A 
letter has teen received this afternoon from 
a reliable gentleman, (Mr S. L, Pope), at 
the diggings, dated 7th inst. He writes : 
" There are 75 men in this district or camp, 
(tbero are two districts), and lots of them 
coming in ; the extent of country is large , 
cannot tell much about the mines, as wc 
have do tools. John Ho^e, ray partner, 
from Waiteburg, will go out for tools, etc. 
Can find the color anywhero : got Gfty cents 
to the pan; huvo taken up claims for Charley 
II" and Jequitb ; cannot hold them loop. 
Would not advise on)b )dy to come. Lee is 
building ' a ferry. Haynes has taken up a 
horse ranch. No Indian sign in tho couniry. 
Phelps went in with Pat Miller's parly ; 
left this place od the 27th ol August ; ihiy 
were the first men in. He says . We 
found J. Herring when wo arrived here, 
alone, and wounded through the shoulder j 
had lived twenty five duyt) on berries. Allen. 
Moore, and Cavenai gh were killed. Men 
ont looking for tbem. Men are constantly 
going io, and there is not the least donbt 
about good mines. T ero is not the least 
indication of bad feeling on the part ol any 
Iudiuus.i but the Upper Kootenuy. Men 
travel alone in entire safety anywhere 
through this vicinity. 

Tue Suootino Affray — The police couit 
was crowded yesterday wilh speclators 
anxious to hear tho proceedings in the shoot 
ing affray case.

Marki* 
looked none tho worse lor wear; Tomlinson 
appeared thin and pale from the effects of losj 
of blood nnd fright. Mr Hishnp announced 
that he appeared for the prosecution, i ad Mr 
Courtney was " instructed" for the defence 
Mr Bishop asked that a man named George 
F. Smith, then in court, be taken iuto cus- 
tody as an accessory to the attempt to mur- 
der Marks. The magistrate ordered ono ol 
the officers to arrest Smith, which was done. 
Mr Courtney neked upon what grounds tho 
airest of Smith was made • Mr Bishop re- 
plied, in£ consequence of tolegrums from 
Smith to Tomlinson, which were found on 
the latter's person ; besides, ho was prepared 
to prove the charge against Smith by tho 
direct testimitiy of several witnesses. Tho 
telegrams woro handed to the mogistrate. who 
declined to allow counsel foi defence to peruBe 
tbem, or to admit either Smith or Tomlinson 
to bail, and remanded both prisoners to jail 
for one day. Marks was allowed out on bail 
of $5000 for ono d^y.

Book Postal Communication— Tho want 
of a book postal communiea'ion between 
England and this colony has long been 
seriously felt, and the Mechanics' Institute, 
through their excellent Seorotary, Mr W. K. 
Bull, have addressed a letter to tho Governor 
requosting that Rtopa may bo taken wilh a 
view to eecuriDg to this community the ad. 
vantages rasulting from this very desirable 
objeot. In reply to this communication the 
Govornor, through his Private Secretary, 
states that a copy of the letter of the Insti- 
tute will be forwarded to the Secretary of 
Stato for the Colonies, and that tho subject 
will again be brought under tho notico of tho 
Homo Government. 

The Bukglars got into Mr Wootton's (tho 
Postmaster's) house on Tuesday night, and 
stolo a quantity of clothing. Thoy were 
heard and frightened away, but oarried their 
booty with them. Burglaries are now of 
nightly occurrenco, and not a single burglar 
or tuspcele has yet been caught, Tho offences 
are apparently perpetrated by one gang, and 
there must bo an accumulation of stolen 
goods either at tho Indian raucheria or in 
some other suspicious locality that search- 
warrants would bring to light. 

Remarkable — Ono evening in 1863 a 
nuval officer, whilo handling a pistol in the 
Frenoh hotel, was shot through tho hand by 
tho accidental discharge of the weapon. The 
ball, after passing through tho iffieer's hand, 
struck a bystander, flattening itself against a 
breast-button of his coat. The accident and 
remutkablo escapo Irom injury occurred 
within a few yards of the spot where Marks 
miraculously escaped death on Tuesday 
from a pistol-ball alleged to have been Drod 
by Tomlinson. 

From Kootenay. — The five Indiana who 
murdered tho three American miners have 
been captured. They are in custody at 
Fisherville, awaiting a requisition Irom the 
American authorities. Provisions nrosellinu 
vory low at the diggings— flour being S?32 
per bbl. and baaon 40 cents per lb. Tbo 
new diggings reported via Oregon are not 
highlj thought of.

He maintains that they resemble it; charac- 
ter the other fermentative poisons, or such bb 
the virus of rabies or of a dead body. &c, ail 
of which aro known to reproduce themselves 
with great rapidity, like yeast in moistened 
flour, so that 'he slightest quantity impreg- 
nates the whole mass. Yenst through a 
powerful magnifier is seen to be a forest of 
vegetation which grows, blossoms, and goes 
to seed in a short time. Miasm is not so 
distinctly vegetable, but bus more the appear- 
ance of animal lile, although its motions can- 
not be perfectly distinguished. What the 
Doctor claims to have settled is that ii is nr.
